is ill at the Waklcck hospital,, has 
been notified that his $5,000,000 claim 
against the British government has 
been ailov.ed and soon will be paid. 


The claim arises out of the confis- 


cation, of a!l of Searclle's property by 
the Boer government at the time of 
Jameson's raid.' Among other tilings. 
Searelle purchased several thousand 
stand of arms and concealed them un- 
der the stage of the Johannesburg 
theater. 


A Boer.stage hand discovered the 


secret of the hidden rifles and in- 
formed Kruger. 
Not only were the 


arms confiscated and used against the 
English later, but all of Searelle's es- 
tate was taken by the government, 
and he was sentenced to be shot. 
Powerful friends mitigated 'the sen- 
tence so he. was allowed to escape with 
John Hays Hammond to this country, 
but his property was kept by the 
Boers, 


At the close of the war he put in the 


claim which it is reported has'been 
allowed. 


Searelle1, however, stands a poor 


show of ever getting the money, as he 
is critically ill and friends have been 
obliged to advance his hospital ex- 
penses.

should appear on the official ballot. 
That is the way we have interpreted 
the, act. .Indeed,

"been no mention of independent can- 
didates in the primary law.

What Opinion Means,

Intimations of the New York Tribune 


concerning the 
Panama 
Canal 'are 


officially confirmed. The opinion was 
recently set forth

columns, 


upon the basis of personal observation 
by a member of the staff, that under 
proper administration a sea level ca- 
nal might be constructed at Panama 
in as short a time and for as little 
money as have commonly been esti- 
mated for the quickest; and cheapest 
high. level canal. It believes that ten 
years Is about the shortest time in 
•which 
a 
high 
level 
cana-l 


could 
be 
made. 
Now 
the 


American Minister to Panama official- 


. ly reports it as the conviction of the 
'best engineers on the'isthmus that, if 
•work continues as at present, a sea 
level canal can be made ready! for 
\ise within ten years from the present 
moment. 


That estimate is a reasonable one, 


as any one who has thoughtfully in- 
vetigated the work should be able to 
perceive. It is made upon a basis not 
. of theory, but of practice—the basis 
of work 
actually 
done. 
We. have 


hitherto told how Mr. Wallace and his 
staff have reduced the cost of exca- 
vation by more than one-third, .The 
time of excavation is also, of course,, 
similarly reduced. 'As the excavation 
at Culebra is by far 
the 
greatest 


piece of work on the whole canal, the 
time and cost of it'will largely deter- 
mine the time and cost of the whole. 
If-what'-everybody- has 
regarded- as 


the crux of the 
undertaking can 'tie 


disposed of in so much less time than 
was formerly estimated, what doubt

CANADA AND "AMERICA." 


Our Canadian friends seem to' be, 


or to be getting, 
reconciled 
to. the 


use of the word "America" to desig- 
nate simply the United States. They 
surely should be, seeing that the ex- 
ample of such use was"1 set by some of 
the foremost British authorities more 
than a hnudred years ago, 
and • has 


been pretty consistently followed ever 
since1, on both-sides of the Atlantic. 
Indeed, eminent 
Canadian authority 


might be cited to the same effect. 
•. We are reminded 'of an 
incident 


pertinent to the case. About sixteen 
years ago certain 'scientific men in 
this country undertook the organiza- 
tion of a learned society composed of 
members of their profession. 
Their 


plan was to make it "American" in 
the widest scope of the'term, compris- 
ing not only the United States,' but 
also .Canada, Newfoundland and Mex- 
ico. 
Accordingly their leader wrote 


to the foremost Canadian member of 
their profession, a scientist of world- 
wide repute, asking him to become a 
fellow of the society. 
He replied 


that he hardly came within the so- 
ciety's fold, as he was "not au Ameri- 
can, but a Canadian." 


We' may add that the society was I 


organized and is now one of the best I 
known in the land, despite the de- 
clination of this distinguished Canad- 
ian, who, it was noted, was1 always 
careful wben abroad 
to differentiate 


himself, as a Canadian, from Ameri- 
cans. But if Canadians thus—as we 
believe they generally do—prefer to 
be known as Cnanadians rather than 
as Americans, .and indeed reject and

WAS DISPLAYED AT THE FAIR 


Wisconsin Free Library Commission 


Has Charge—Is Representa- 


tive Line of Work. 


An exhibit has been placed in the 


children's reading room at" the Madi- 
son library which consists of a repre- 
sentative 'line of work done by the 
manual training department of the 
Janesville school for the blind. 
The 


objects are the1 same as were shown 
at the St. Louis exposition, and have 
been placed in the Madison library 
by the Wisconsin free'library commis- 
sion. 
Should the exhibit prove of 


general interest it will be shown in 
different places throughout the state. 


The Work of Blind Children 


The exhibit would be extremely in- 


teresting if it were the work of an 
ordinary manual training school'de- 
partment, but being the work of blind 
children .an additional interest is at- 
tached'to it. The work shown seems 
unusually fine- and is quite represen- 
tative of the proficiency which 
the 


Janesville 'pupils have attained. Dif- 
ferent examples are shown, as for in- 
stance the-rugs which 
have 
been 


woven of rags and cord. They: are su- 
perior to the ordinary rag rug, and 
are dainty,'compact and durable. Two 
are shown of blue and white, while a 
third is of pure white with Roman 
stripes. 
Rugs of this kind are com- 


ing much into favor and are especial- 
ly suitable for sleeping rooms. 
' Next to the rugs In point of useful- 
ness, perhaps, are 
the 
sweeping 


brooms, whisk brooms and' cane seats. 
for chairs. 
Strong and' durable, these 


pieces of manual training work rep- 
resent much that is useful and dur- 
able for the blind child to learn. In- 
deed, the broom industry is becoming 
popular as an . occupation 
for 
the 


blind. 
-Another 
of 
the 
branches 


taught- at the Janesville school is that 
of piano tuning, which is represented 
in the exhibit by a couple of instru- 
ments which illustrate the principles 
of tuning the piano. The fact that 
the loss of one or more of -the senses 
renders the others more acute makes 
it seem especially feasible that the 
blind, Xith their . accentuated powers 
of hearing, could be taught to become 
expert piano tuners. 
A large glass- 


covered case 
contains 
models 
of 


wood, the work of a totally blind 15- 
year-old boy. 
On these -models he 


labored.on an Average of 40.minutes 
a dayi i'rom September 15, 1903, to 
January 31, 1904. 


Representative Books of Blind 


Of quite a different nature are the 


books of the-blind, four of which are 
shown. These, of course,' do not be- 
long to the manual training depart- 
ment as rfb the other articles, but are 
extremely Interesting,.as showing how 
the blind child reads. All are written 
in' the raised type, which is easily 
read by the sightless, who merely 
passes "the sensitive fingers over the 
irregular page. 
As the type, if so 


..It may be called, is. of. necessity yery 
;large,' and but one side of a sheet 
can be used, the books are a great 
deal larger than our 
printed 
ones. 


Books of this kind are constantly be- 
coming less rare, although the cost 
of producing them is great. ' In some 
of the larger libraries of the country, 
special departments have been added 
containing these books for" the blind. 
In the exhibit, M»? the four books 
shown, one is a bound copy of the 
Free Press, the little periodical pub- 
lished by. the blind pupils semi-month- 
ly. This paper, which is a journal of 
the family life of the school, is sent 
to all pup'ils who have left the school 
in good standing. .Though primarily 
the work of the pupils, it is edited by 
the matron, Mrs. Elizabeth J. Curtis. 
Another of the books is' 'a great 'vol- 
ume containing the Essentials of. Al- 
gebra. 
The other two contain type- 


written outlines of work, examination 
papers, original 
compositions, 
etc. 


They represent the fact 
that 
the 


blind pupil is taught much the same 
as the-ordinary school child. The in- 
stitute for the blind has now been in 
existence for over half a century and 
has occupied a position of great use- 
fulness. 
All 
the 
common school 


branches are taught, and in addition, 
vocal and instrumental music, piano 
tuning, weaving of carpets, making of 
cane seats and brooms, nets, ham- 
mocks, and all sorts of needle work 
and house work. The tuition at this 
school is free to residents of Wiscon- 
sin, while non-residents pay $100 an- 
nually. 
The attendance at the pres- 


ent time is1 111. 
The manual train- 


ing department was established 
in 


September, 1903, and the advance in 
the work has been very rapid.

Executive Resents Action of the Up- 


per Hcuse on Arbitration Pacts and 
Threatens to Withhold Them From 
Further Negotiation. 


Washington, Feb. 13.—The tension 


between the senate and1 the president 
is being strained almost to the break- 
ing point. The question as to wheth- 
er or not there will be peace or v.'ar 
will depend upon •what, disposition the 
president makes 
oil ihe arbitration 


treaties which the senate ratified in 
amended form Saturday. If he fulfills 
his threat to withhold them from fur- 
ther negotiations with 
the 
powers 


which agreed to their original, terms 
the senate will construe his act to 
mean a declaration ' of war and will 
conduct itself accordingly. 


Depends on President. ' 


If, on the other hand, the presi- 


dent retreats from the position which 
he outlined, in his remarkable letter 
to Senator Cu'.lom the senate will'for- 
get the unpleasant episode and re- 
sume,'old-time relations 'with 
tiie 


white house. 


The president has given no indica- 


| tion of a purpose to retreat or recon- 


sider. 
He apparently is just as de- 


termined arid, insistent for a complete 
fulfillment • of 
his 
diplomatic pro- 


gram as lie was when ho first sent 
the treaties to the senate. He insists 
that the substitution 
of 
the 
word 


"treaty" for the word "agreement" 
nullifies his effprts to establish the 
principle of arbitration and that 'it is: 
a step backward. , 


Senators Deny the Stand.

patience with the arbitration treaties 
or with the theory upon which' they 
are .based. 
They are brutally frank 


In .their criticisms 
of ' a

which they declare '? at variance 
with, tho real s$ra of every commer- 
cial-nation of the'worH. They cannot 
understand \vhy this government or 
any other government, which is an- 
nually expending millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars for new battleships, 
cruisers, torpedioe boats, -submarines 
and improved' equipments tor battle- 
fields should even make a pretense 
of desiring to establish international I 
arbitration. Th«y say that if the pow- ] 
ers are sincere in their desire for 
peaceful solution 'of international 'dif- 
ferences the best evidence of good 
faith would be gradual disarmament, 
both on sea and land.

Stories about murderers leaving knives 
sticking in their victims or dropping 
pistols in their haste to get away are 
inventions.

Fowls Need a Variety of Food and 


Not a Single Ration Doled 


Out by Ounces. 


We do not 'think it necessary to 


waste the time'required to weigh or 
measure the food given to,any Kind of 
poultry.' 
Oi" co'u'rse, by this we dp not 


mean that food should be thrown to 
•fowls in a promiscuous way; on the 
contrary, we think there should always- 
be a system, but conditions which de- 
velop day 'by day should be our guide,. 


Nature, in her generosity, has pro- 


vided no way of judging what per cent 
of this or that kind of food the fowls 
must have, but relics on conditions to 
furnish tiie necessary amount o£ each 
essential. 


When those things needed are im- 


possible to secure, others may often be 
found to take their place.' but if no 
substitute'is available it must o£ ne- 
cessity follow' that' derangements will 
result. Laying hens require a certain 
•amount of egg forming material,'' and 
unless this is supplied in some, form or 
other the production of eggs will.grow, 
less. 


Growing chicks require food for mus- 


cle and flesh, but this may he supplied 
in many ways, and no direct rules can 
be laid down. One thing is certain, 
and that is that all kinds of poultry, 
both young and old, require'a variety, 
and no matter how good or wholesome 
the kind, they will in time tire of it, 
unless a change is given. Watch the 
flock and note 'its likes and dislikes, 
and endeavor as much as possible to 
stimulate the appetite by giving some- 
thing different each day.—Farra • and 
Home.
